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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's communication of 10/16/2006. 
Currently amended claims 1-15 are pending and stand rejected below, claims 16-24 
were previously withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-15 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. See below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 7-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mclvor et al. (U.S. 6,21 3,988). Mclvor discloses and teaches an elongated introducer 
with a clip. Mclvor teaches a catheter insertion sheath (as in figures 1 and 2) 
comprising a tubular sheath (10), a handle portion (14), a clamp assembly (22), which is 
fully capable of being translatable between an open and closed position which restricts 
flow through the hollow passage and is fully capable of being operable with a single 
hand while the hand also holds the insertion sheath. The Mclvor clamp assembly (22) 
or pinching assembly comprises a tab (26) and multiple recesses (other side of 27 that 
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tabs rests in), further the pinching assembly is hinged to the handle (see at element 24). 
Further Mclvor teaches a pinching assembly (as in figures 1,4, 6, 7, 8, and 9) which has 
a elongate body (as in figure 1 element of 22), a planar pinch member (28), first pinch 
leg (26) and connected end (34 on portion near element 28/26), a second pinch leg (32) 
and second connected end (portion of leg where arrow 22 points) and two ribs (bumped 
portions extending from elements 30 and 28) and a slot extending from the body (not 
numbered but space inside clamp bodies (as in figures 1 ,2,6,7,8,9). All elements are 
defined and taught in the prior art of record, in the claims as currently written, and these 
elements are fully capable of satisfying all structural, functional, operational, and spatial 
claim limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mclvor. 
Mclvor discloses the claimed invention except for having two different tabs, which 
engages the multiple recesses. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to have a second tab to engage the 
multiple recesses, since it has been held that mere duplication of the essential working 
parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 
193 USPQ 8 (CA7 1977). And it is well known to provide multiple tabs to fit in multiple 
recess for a desired holding/locking distance (as in shown in previously cited prior art 
Stephenson (U.S. 4,526,172) and discussed in last office action and addressed in 
applicant's remarks).
